The Revolt and lU Lessons. 



Last week wo publiahod, with great 
doubt OS to its autbontioity, a statemont 
to Iho eiroct tliat tho Rod River aettlo- 
mont WU8 in a state of open revolt, tbat 
a paitv of armed and mounted Insar- 
gents mot Ocvoruor McDougall en route 
. to the Beat ol gvoornmont, aud politely 
oaoorted him back ' over tho border,' 
utterly rofusicg submissioa to authority 
^. . so autocratic, and demanding a ropre- 
Bentativo govornmcnt similar to that 
jjgj,iy^epjayedby tho Territories ol tho United 
• "States. It would now appear to be 
beyond doubt that tho statement bad 
at least its foundation in fact. We have 
: not the means of forming anything like 
ao aobnr at b judgment as to the magni- 
tude of the revolt and tho elements 
found cither directly or indirectly pro- 
moting it. Jt is enough for our present 
punv/ee, however^ to know that a 
i^' movcracnt of sufflciont magnitude to ^be 
• ' dignified; by- the term ' revolt ' has taken 
„ pladb in the sOttlemont, and that tho 
particular element in tho community 
known ns hiiif- breeds forms tho active 
i force. From what little we know aboat 
tho half-breeds of the Northwest we ore 
by no means disposed to regard tho

It is fn ilia interest of froe!lom 
and poliliciil progress, the (uccess of 
tho Dominion, In fiict, that tho lesson 
should bo taught ; and the earlier th( 
better. It will have been seen by our 
delayed telegrams, published yesterday, 
that at a Fenian meeting, held at New 
York, on tho 2l8t nit., a propositibn to 
aid tho Rod River insurgents wan 
Wivrmly disuuriscd.
